Poles of Elastic Concrete Bend 
W ithodt Breaking 


Hollow, concrete poles, designed to 
carrj' electric transmission lines, arc 
being made by a process that allows 
them to honil under heavy strain,s wi;h- 
out breaking. Tlio top of a Cl-foot 
polo will swing 7 feet from its normal 
positioa and back again without in­ 


jury. Laid in a horizontal mold, the 
steel skeleton of the.pole is covered 
with concrete, and revolved 1,000 
times a minute. The force drives the 
concrete agai«t the sides, where it 
forms a sl^fll over the framework. The 
finished jiroduct is kept in the ntold 
for two days and then buried in damp 
sand for four weeks to season. This 
method of manufacture was devel­ 
oped in Europe.
